DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the papers filed January 27, 2000. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 
30, 2009 has been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The claims are drawn to a method of determining a potential of a diabetic patient over 
55 years of age to benefit from vitamin E therapy for prevention of myocardial infarction. 
The specification demonstrates that diabetic patients with Haptoglobin phenotype 2-2 
who were given vitamin E therapy were significantly associated with myocardial 
infarction (see Table, page 45). The declaration filed by Dr. Andrew Levy further 
supports and replicates the findings (see Arteriosclerosis Thrombosis Vascular Biology, 
Vol. 28, pages 341-347, 2008). Table 2 illustrates primary end point analysis of 
treatment outcomes of for diabetic patients over 55 years old. The data indicates that 
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for myocardial infarction there is a benefit from vitamin E therapy as compared to a 
placebo (p=0.04). 

The art neither teaches nor suggests any benefit of diabetic patients over 55yrs 
of age with Haptoglobin 2-2 phenotype to benefit from vitamin E therapy for prevention 
of myocardial infarction.
